— Experi- 
ments are under wSy at the naval 
air station at Rockaway Beach, L. L,

'Xliis 
date (>'aB up to a few years ago tbe 
o^slon , for a municipal free-for4ill 
fight In many Ukrainian cities. 

The pwple of the city were divided 
Into two camps. Sometimes tbe city 
was divided Into halves; more oftan 
the division waa made Into the tra# 
urban dwellm on. the one hand, and 
tbe suburbanites ob the otbei'.' All the 
able-bodied men, and still more en- 
ttanslastlcally, all the jp||«U boys, 
poured Into fhe streets fbr iMttle. No 
weapons of any irinil were used ; even 
sticks and clubs wi-re tinrred. PIsta 
were er»ploye<l freely, however, and 
any man could get literally all ' tbe 
flglU be wanteil.
